escaped a like fate, and when he discov- 
ered that his playmate was so severely 
Injured he ran and gave the alarm. 


The child was taken to the home of her 


parents, and Dr. J. B. Wood was sum- 
moned. As soon e.3 he examined tho babe 
the doctor saw her injuries would prov< 
fatal. 
Her face, neck, ohast, abdomen 


both arms and legs to the ankles were 
baked by the flames, and one hand was 
burned to a crisp. Her back was no 
burned ait all. 


After doing wha.t he could to alleviate 


tho child's suffering, Dr. Wood told the 
mother that there was no chance for he 
baibe. 
The shock completely prostrated Mrs 


Markley, who lost another child but a 
few months ago.

The Beard of Supervisors ol the county 
f Alameda, State of California, do or- 
dain as follows: 
Section 1.—Whereas, T. Si Bullock, In

signs, has heretofore obtained a fran-
